A timely, useful, and very attractive 
volume is this new Atlas of the Arab 
World and the Middle East. It contains 
about 100 maps, 20 pages of photographs 
with an accompanying text, and an Index 
of 6 pages. The countries included in 
the atlas are 13 independent states, Al- 
geria, and “numerous small principalities 
in varying degrees of dependence on 
Britain.” Ten of the independent states be- 
long to the Arab League: Iraq, the United 
Arab Republic, Jordan, Lebanon, Saudi 
Arabia, the Yemen, the Sudan, Libya, Tu- 
nisia, and Morocco. The words “and the 
Middle East” were added to the title be- 
cause of the inclusion of countries such as 
Turkey and Iran. 

The Introduction states the reason for 
the inclusion of the various countries as 
follows: “What justifies their inclusion 
in this work is that they have all been 
profoundly influenced by the Arabs, who 
have at one time or other ruled over all 
of them except Turkey, and even there 
have exercised an influence that modern 
nationalism has not effaced.”

political maps and maps showing climate, 


natural vegetation, population, ethnology, 
air routes, and minerals. There are two 
historical maps of the entire region; one 
shows the area in the later nineteenth 
century, the other at the eve of World 
War us. These “were meant to remind the 
reader of the recent past, without the 
knowledge of which, present relationships 
(and tensions) cannot be understood.” 
Regional maps follow treating the coun- 
tries either as a national unity or in com- 
binations of nations. These include smaller 
maps on climate and vegetation, agricul- 
ture, irrigation, oil, industries and min- 
erals, and land use. 

Special maps include many town plans, 
the one of Jerusalem with its surrounding 
countryside being the largest. These town 
plans are simply designed to show merely 
the general plan and a few important 
features. Gray is used to show built-up 
areas; green is used for parks, recre- 
ational areas, and arable land. A few of 
the major sites, buildings, and railroads 


are added; the result is very effective. 
Types of settlements are shown, Refugee 
Camps in the Near East, The Middle East 
Oil Concessions, and the irrigation system 
of Iraq as a typical example of this kind 
of project. Double-spread maps on the 
end papers represent The Spread of Islam 
in the 20th Century and The World of 
Islam in the Middle Ages. 

Following the maps are the pages of 
text and superb photographs in black and 
white describing the Arab world. The 
text is by Charles F. Beckingham, Profes- 
sor of Islamic Studies at the University 
of Manchester. His is the only name men- 
tioned in the atlas, although in the Pref- 
ace the publisher states, “To all those 
who have assisted us in giving advice and 
furnishing data, we would like to expess 
our deep gratitude, especially to . . . Dr. 
Jassim al Khalaf.” Dr. Khalaf is a pro- 
fessor of geography in the College of Arts 
and Science at Baghdad, Iraq. 

The purpose of the atlas is to clarify 
for the general reader the background and 
problems of an area which has become one 
of the chief centers of political and eco- 
nomic attention. The publisher expects 
that “it will also prove an invaluable aid 
to specialists in the fields of geography, 
history, geology, biology, ethnology, eco- 
nomics, meteorology and related subjects, 
and to University teachers, students and 
research workers concerned with the 
region.” 

The maps are done in clear, soft colors 
that are very pleasing. Scale is shown 
both in representative fractions and in 
graphic representation showing inches to 
the mile and kilometer. Symbols and con- 
trasting colors are used effectively on 
the special maps. None of the maps are 
cluttered. Where maps are double-page, 
allowance has been made for sewing so that 
the entire map is visible. The introduc- 
tory essay by Professor Beckingham is a 
brief but excellent survey of the factors 
that have made the region what it is— 
the deserts, the Nile, the ancient trade 
routes, and the long history of invasions 
and conquests. This Introduction is ap-

The accuracy of the material was 
checked in a sample section of the Index 
with the same entries in the Times Atlas 
of the World, Midcentury edition, edited 
by John Bartholomew, v.II South-West 
Asia and Russia. (London: The Times Pub. 
Co. Ltd., 1959.) Different spellings were 
found in nine instances, and six entries 
were found that were not in the Times 
Atlas. Some of these variant spellings may 
well be errors in the small atlas, but one 
must know more about variant spellings 
in the Arabic language before being able to 
judge this. The political status of the ten 
independent countries belonging to the 
Arab League was checked. The atlas is 
up to date and the Introduction is signed 
by Beckingham in October, 1959. 

On the verso of the title page there is 
the statement that the maps were “pro- 
duced by Djambatan-Amsterdam, Pub- 
lishers and Cartographers” and “printed 
in the Netherlands.” These were the pub- 
lishers of the Concise Encyclopaedia of 
Arabic Civilization: the Arab East, pub- 
lished in 1959. 

There are no sources given for informa- 
tion in the maps or for the photographs, 
and there are no bibliographical refer- 
ences. In the Index the places are listed 
without the names of their countries, only 
the page and key to location. This lessens 
the value of the Index considerably, since 
most of the places are unfamiliar to the 
average reader and need more identifica- 
tion than they receive here. 

There is a title page, Contents, Pref- 
ace signed by the publisher, and General 
Legend at the head of the book. The atlas 
is strongly bound in undecorated blue 
cloth, the title being on the spine in gold 
letters. The quality of the paper is excel- 
lent. Many of the photographs cover inner 
and outer margins, a fault if the book 





ever needs to be rebound. 

The Atlas of the Arab World and the 
Middle East is a well-made, attractive, up- 
to-date atlas with great usefulness in 
these times of constant change in that 
part of the world. It will be useful both 
to the layman and the specialist. The 
maps are very good; the photographs and 
text form a valuable supplementary sec- 
tion. The Atlas of the Arab World and 
the Middle East is recommended.
